Good morning, M ichael: 

Good to hear from you again! 

Currently, the primary funding source for districts[PSN media campaigns is PSN grant money. The WD-TN has been fairly 
successful in applying for these competitive grants in the last few years, so if the district applies for an FY18 grant, it 
would be up to your PSN steering committee to designate a portion of the grant budget for a media campaign. We are 
hoping that the Office of Justice Programs, Bureau of Justice Assistance will announce an FY 18 PSN grant solicitation next 
month, but so much is up in the air with the budget right now. (We might not even be open for business after 
tomorrow.) 

There has been some talk of dedicating part of the overall PSN budget to a media campaign. Again, this would depend 
on what the overall PSN budget will be, and that is still uncertain. 

On another front, we hope eventually to have a bank of approved, ready-to-use media that all districts can employ in 
media efforts, whether on the USAO websites, in pamphlets, on broadsides, or possibly through PSAs. If that comes to 
fruition, we will let all the USAOs know that the media are available on the PSN Toolkit.
